FARMERS AND THE TEIJSPIHHiE. 


The increased comforts of lite in cities, 


aa distinguished from life m the coun- 
try, were the causa of the movement 
toward tlie cities which became notice- 
able a few ycaisago. An obliteration ol 
certain differences Between the city and 
the counliy will induce many cily men, 
it is thought, to retain to the farm. 
The telephone and the electric car are 
duini! much to citily the country in the 
desirable senoe. 
When communication 


is made easv in all wvathers, a lung step 
has been taken toward removing the 
difnidv.uit.isies of country lite. In rural 
sections of the East suiJ over large areas 
of the Middle West the telephone now 
setvtrf the farmer in his daily business, 
A contemporary teiis how in a Massa- 
chusetts count} fanners four yeais ago 
started a company with a capital of 1*12,- 
000 that now has 150 miles of wire, 200 
subscriber and rates as low as §6 :t year 
for original subscnbers. In MouLgomery 
county, Indiana, the faimers raised a 
lump sum to buy it switchboaid, then 
bought their ow n telephones and helped 
to erect the wires lequired in their 
lespective neighboi hoods. 
With an 


"initiation fee" of $3 and a monthly fee 
of 25 cents they keep the lines in repair, 
and the tolls from non-subscribers pay 
the salary of the switchboaid oporator. 
Forty towns are thus served with 6,000 
telephones at 
small expense to the 


farmers interested. 
The farmers are 


thus put iu close touch with the markets 
aud transact much business without loss 
of time from traveling to and t'ro. 
The 


best thing about it is that the isolation 
of the farmer's life, so far as intercom- 
munication is concerned, is removed aud 
young people, being able to commuui 
cate in all sorts of \\eather, find eouiitiy 
life agreeable. The doctor also is made 
accessible, sociability is promoted aud 
existence ceases to be a bore.-.CaZto Suii,

PROMINENT 
PART 
HE 
HAS 


PLAYED IN THE HISTORY 


OF 
THE 
NATION. 


Tlie following article ia part of a paper 


rend by title before the Pennsylvania 
Geiman Society, which met ill Easton 
during October last, as taken from the 
Bethlehem Times. 
This society has 


passed the tenth year of its existence and 
will do partial justice to those people 
who have done much good in the history 
ut the SUte and the Union :— 


There are few books extant Cone, how- 


ever, is by an Eastern author) giving 
facts of interest concerning the Pennsyl- 
vania Germans, but many items or. in- 
lormation may be gleaned in the perusal 
o£ tliu annual volumes published by the 
society, which is practically an historical 
society and has 1'or its objects the collect- 
ing ot such information which in time 
may alter the history of our State and 
resurrect deeds performed by toe fore- 
fathers of our Pennsylvania German ele- 
ment. 


These vulumss in the earlier years of 


the society were urged upon its members, 
but so valuable are they ai this dale that 
llio/ aiu at a premium, being not only 
nought by book lovers of this country, 
but in Europe, and fortunate indeed is 
that individual who owns u complete set 
10 enrich bis library. 


Inasmuch as these volumes aie inac- 


cessible to tbe public, the following ex- 
tracts are assembled from various ad- 
dresses at the annual uieeliiigs, hoping 
lo interest, those persons who may desire 
some knowledge concerning then Penn- 
sylvania German ancestry, coiiiiueutly 
expecting ttmt in the course of years jus- 
tice will be done to these people by able 
historiiUis. 


In the annual address by \V. 11. figle, 


Esq., at, Lebanon, m i8!U, alter explain- 
ing the leasons, says : "It is no easy 
usk to trace out their histoiy." 


"There are a multitude ot Pennsyl- 


vania German men and women who de- 
serve to be especially remembered for the 
vvoik they did ; the part they touk as 
pioneers; the duties they performed in 
the church, the community, the Stale 
and the Nation—in peace and in war." 


In certain correspondence of John G. 


Whituer in 1801, with a member ot this 
society, he speaks ot tbe present Penn 
sylvama Germans as "Tbe descendants 
oi the brave, true men of the Fatherland, 
who made tneir forest homes on the Dela- 
ware and ttie Susquehauna." 


Also Irom a certain poem by the same 


author:— 
"Tlml bold limited yuornanry, honest, mid 


true, 


Who huler" of fmud give to labor 1U tine, 
Wliobo Uthi.rH of old sauy hi concert wltli 


tliuii", 


On tlie banks of the Swatura, Uio songH of the 


Kill or-.

The historian Bancroft has said of the 


Germans in America: "Neither they 
nor their descendants have laid claim to 
all that is their due." 


From ail address by B. F. Netid, Esq., 


at Lebanon, in 1802, the following is ab- 
stracted :— 


"The German element had littlo part 


in public affairs, but later it stands forth 
prominently m tbe names of the Geiman 
born Governors of Pennsylvania—Simon 
Snyder, 
Joseph 
Iliester, 
John 
A. 


Schultze, George Wolfe, Joseph Ilitner, 
Francis B. Shuuk, William Bigler, John 
F. Hartranft and James A. Beaver." 


It is charged that the Pennsylvania 


German was opposed to free schools, but 
competent authority states ''They were 
not opposed to education." 


They had established almost with every 


church a school, just as now seen with 
the Quakers and Catbolics, and their un- 
willingness to break up this system and 
pay taxes for anotiier method constituted 
their apparent objection for the free 
school system, which gives the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 


In Rev. Dr. Ileckman's address, en- 


titled "Pennsylvania Germans at the 
Battle of Long Island," he quotes from 
Bairy's History of Massachusetts the 
fact that the first victim of the Revolu- 
tion was a German by the name of 
Schneider. 


From the same paper : "The Germans 


were an intelligent and pious people, the 
lirst to publish and republish the Bible 
in America." 


"None ot the English colonies were so 


free from Toryism as the German colo- 
nies in the various States." 


"Washington himself freely testifies to 


their patriotism and invaluable ser- 
vices." 


"Their money flowed into the Conti- 


nental treasury, the rich products of their 
farms fed the famishing armies of the 
patriots and their blood was abundantly 
shed on the battlefields of the llevolu- 
tion." 


One writer says: "If they could not 


talk English they could shoot English." 


Concerning the .Revolutionary War 


this same writer says that "Pieparations 
for aimed resistance to the growing op- 
pression of the home government began 
in Pennsylvania as early as 1774." 


In the Easton Court House (once in 


Center Square) a public meeting was 
held Dec. 21,1774, to concert measures 
for the defense of the colonies. 


This patriotic movement began among 


the Pennsylvania Germans six months 
before corresponding action was taken 
by tbe citizens of Philadelphia and at 
JSfewaik, N. J. This same writer says: 
"The battlefield of Long Island has his- 
toric prominence as tbe first battlefield 
after the Declaration of Independence. 
The glory of the Pennsylvania Germans 
is that they were the chief instrumental- 
ity in preventing the route and capture 
of the American forces engaged. 
Tbe 


battlefield of Long Island was the Ther- 
mopylae of the llevolultion, and tbe 
Pennsylvania Geimaus were the Spar- 
tans. " 


Out of less than one hundred of tbe 


Eastern company seventy, one were eilber 
killed or wounded, 


At the banquet held at the meeting in 


Lebanon in 1892 one of the toasts was 
"The Pennsylvania German as a States- 
man," 
responded to by Hon. H. A. 


Muhlenberg, and from his remarks we 
take tba following:— 


"The 
Constitution of the United ] 


States, perhaps the greatest Constitution ' 
which was ever devised for the good of , 
man, was ratified by Pennsylvania as the 
second of the tbireeeu colonies. 


TUe vote stood 46 to 23 and of these 48 


votes rcott of them were drawn from 
Pennsylvania Germans. 


"I do not have very much family pride, 


but I do take pride in the fact that over 
the convention which ratified that Con- 
stitution of these United Stales one who 
has my family uame presided."—(Muh- 
lenberg.) 


From another toast at the same meet- 


ing, "The Pennsylvania German in 
War," tbe following is quoted: 
"All 


through it (the Btvolutiou) and every- 
where m connection with the armies of 
the United States in those days, the Penn- 
sylvania German soldier performed his 
full duty. 


"In the war of 1812 and all subsequent 


Indian wars was the Pennsylvania Ger- 
man represented, and two regiments, 
largely of this element, rendered glorious 
service in Mexico." 


Col. Thomas C, Zimmerman, of Bead- 


ing, in an addiess at Mt. Gietua on 
Pennsylvania German Day, on "Our An- 
cestral Virtues,'" sa>s "That the Penn- 
sylvania Germans have upheld in them- 
selves the traditions ol the personal valor 
and renown ot their ancestors, and have 
attained both name and fame in war and 
in statesmanship, in law and m litera- 
ture." 


There were substantial citizens among 


the Pennsylvania Germans 
even m 


Washington's time, as nine gave con- 
jointly their personal bond for $1UO,OOU 
to provision tbe army. At one public 
meeting held to raise funds one Christo- 
pher Ludwig aiose and announced his 
gift, "Mr. Piesident, I am only a poor 
gingerbread baker, but write me down 
toi two bundled pounds ($1,UOO.)" 


The Germans have the honor of the 


first printing press, and the printing of 
Hie lirst Bible in Pennsylvania, by Chris- 
topher Saner. 


"Ubiie Hast, Oline Bast," is their early 


motto, and is an muex of the sample 
Pennsylvania German as at his work he 
neither hastes nor rests. 


While the "Moravians" are not "Pala- 


tinates," or descendants ot those who 
left the Palatinate m Germany to escape 
religious persecution, a synopsis of their 
glorious work m Pennsylvania was given 
in an address by liev. Pan! LfeSchweinjU 
at the annual meeting ot tbe Pennsyl- 
vania German Society ueid at iTork, Pa., 
in 1SS3, from which iouie facts are ex- 
tracted. 


Contrary to the generally received opin- 


ion that the Moravians began tlieir work 
in Manareth and Bethlehem, it is stated 
that tbe first colony was instituted in 
Geoigia in 1735, but, being disciples ot 
peace, it proved a tailure beotuue the 
"Brethren" letused to bear arms against 
the Spaniards. 


Then the "Brethren" turned their at- 


tention to Pennsylvania and changed 
their location to Nazareth in 1740 and 
meeting with certain difficulties,, aban- 
doned their woik lor a time and began 
the settlement ot Bethluhem, securing 
their first colony fiom Moiavia in 174:;, 
having been brought by the ship Cathe- 
rine, so that if the New England people 
can take pride in the "Pilgum Fathers" 
of the Mayflower, our Moravian cousins 
can take pride m their descent from the 
''Brethien'1 who came to this country in 
the Catherine. Although the true Mo- 
ravian shows kinship to the Pennsylvania 
German by eliminating the element ot 
pride in Ins composition and exhibits the 
reverse as an almost racial feature. 


Tlie Brethren or Moravian missionar- 


ies performed many heroic deeds among 
the Indians and were enabled thereby to 
accomplish by peaceful methods such re- 
sults whereby many a life was saved, 
mainly so by influencing many Indians 
to remain neutral instead oC joining the 
British, The Indian and Moravian lie 
buried side by side in Bethlehem and 
Nazareth. 


As early as 1710 there were fifteen 


schools maintained by the Biethren, of 
which the Bethlehem Seminary, Linden 
IIall, Litilz and Nazareth Hall still re- 
main, all these schools in the past century 
and a half doing noble service in tniiuiurj 
growing minds for their life work, most 
of which were tlie children of German 
parentage, thus sowing seed which has 
sprouted forth with the fruit which is 
shown among the Moravian descendants 
and their neighbois, tlie Pennsylvania 
Germans. 


In Dr. Buchrie's address at the Penn- 


sylvania Chautauqua, at Mt. Gretna, in 
July, ]Sfl4, he mentions the fact that 
there was a nominal co-educational 
school organized in Germantown iu 1702, 
and in JSTazareth Hall m 1807, a normal 
department was organized, in all proba- 
bility the first iu this country. 


In those early days the pastors in many 


instances were the teachers, showing tbe 
Pennsylvania Germans' idea that religion 
and education should be closely allied. 


The so-called opposition of tbe earlier 


Pennsylvania Germans was to tbe meth- 
ods proposed, and they were not alone iu 
this matter, for even to-day the Friends' 
schools show the same state of things, 
yet nothing is said to their discredit. 


Col. Thomas C. Zimmerman, in an ad- 


dress on "Pennsylvania German Day" at 
Mt. Gretna, says of the Pennsylvania 
Germans: 
"A race whose hereditary 


characteristics and conservative political 
tendencies are closely interwoven with 
the life of this Commonwealth for over 
200 years. 


•'It is to this conservative and patriotic 


element in America that much of our 
stability as a people and our prosperity as 
a Commonwealth is due." 


Concerning tbe language of the Penn- 


sylvania Germans this same speaker de- 
fends tbe charges made against it by tlie 
folloiving statements: It is a legitimate 
dialect transplanted from the old Pala- 
tinate iu South Germany. Wilh the ex- 
ception of a comparatively few English 
words that have crept into the language 
of the Pennsylvania German it is exactly 
the same spoken at the preseut day by 
tbe Palatinate peasantry in tbe Ilhine 
provinces in South Germany, and the 
same tbat is spoken even now within the 
very shadow of the University of Heidel- 
berg, one of the most noted in Germany. 


'The Pennsylvania German is pre-emi- 


nently a liberty loving citizen." 
"An 


eminently practical man." 


"lie persistently works for what he 


gets, and as a rule takes good care of 
what he earns." "He ia fully persuaded 
that it is first duty to pay his debts." 


'He is giadually coming to the front 


m tlie army, the navy, in Congress, in 
ouv legislative halls, in judiciary depart- 
ments, as also in literature, theology and 
philosophy," 


While there is much which might be 


added, this article, like a long sermon, 
might lose its effect by undue length and 
as a conclusion add the following from 
an address by Bev. Dr. F. J. F. Shantz 
concerning the Pennsylvania German 
Society:— 


"Tbe mission of the Pennsylvania Ger- 


man Society is not to encourage and per- 
petuate the use of tbe Pennsylvania Ger- 
man dialect, as is evident from the fact 
that the English language is used at all 
its meetings, with occasional exception, 
but the mission ot tbe society is to pre- 
serve the history of a noble ancestry—to 
establish and secure the just claim thai, 
our ancestors had an important part in 
the making of Pennsylvania and of out- 
great Republic. 


"We rejoice that the interest in the 


purposes ot the Pennsylvania German 
Society is steadily increasing. 
Applica- 


tions for membership are presented at 
each meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee. Men.who are the descendants ol such 
as came from the Fatherland show an m 
terest iu the work of this society and look 
upon connection with the society as an 
honor and great advantage."

STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The appointment by tlie Town Council 


a mouth or two ago of a committee to 
inquire into the feasibility ot making 
some substantial improvement to the 
streets of Gettysburg and to examine 
into the various methods of building the 
most improved highways will be re- 
membered. 


This committee was called upon for a 


report at the meeting of Council last 
Monday night, and the question elicted 
considerable discussion, the opinion of a 
number of the members being that not 
only a general repairing, but some new 
system should be adopted. 


The chairman of the committee, Mr. 


Wisotzkey, reported that partial inquiry 
into the matter Lad been made, but that 
on account of the probability of the 
building of a trolley railway on the 
streets of the town it was deemed 
advisable to postpone the consideration 
of permanent street improvement. It 
seemed te be the impression that the 
trolley company, to which rights were 
rfcently granted, will build a road in 
paitsoi: the town at least. It has been 
fctated that negotiations are pending for 
the purchase of the line already here by 
this new company. 


The question of the streets of Gettys- 


burg is becoming one of importance, and 
improvement is becoming a necessity for 
the convenience and comfort of the 
travelling public.. The present Council 
should take the opportunity to begin the 
good work. 
They would 
have the 


encouragement of a larga number of our 
people, and a start in some permanent, 
substantial way will meet with general 
approval.

The citizens of Gettysburg have done 


me the great honor to select me ae their 
mouth-piece to extend to you a heaity 
welcome to this historic town. Though I 
am not a native here, nor to the manor 
born, I love it for the deeds of heroism, 
aelf-sacrificeand patriotism performed here 
which will forever make it memorable. 


It goes without paying that no body of 


men could be so gratefully leceived here 
as the citizen soldiery of Pennsylvania 
who served in the Union Army during 
the war of the rebellion and especially 
those of you who enjoyed the glory of 
serving on this field. 


It is an oft told story, worth repeating, 


of what the Keystone State did here— 
She furnished in this battle eeventy-four 
regiments and four batteries. She gave to 
the army its commander, George Gordon 
Meade, of Philadelphia. The leader of 
the advance who lost his life just after 
opening the engagement with a Philadel- 
phia regiment was John F. Reynolds, of 
Lancaster. The great soldier whose cour- 
age and magnificent presence checked the 
route on the evening of the first, brought 
order out of chaos and sent word to his 
superior that this was the place to fight it 
out, was Winfield Scott Hancock, o-''Nor- 
riatowo. (great applause). 


It was a Pennsylvania Brigade of six 


regiments, the 57th, 63rd, OSth, 105th, 
114th and 141st, which 
received the

The Annual Convention ol the Harrisburg 


District League to be Hold in Gettysburg 


This Week—Information About 


the League. 


TheEpworth 


League is the 
name ot tbe 
youngpeople's 
society of the 
M e t l i o d i f i t 
c h u r c h . It 
was organized 


May 15, 1889, in the city of Cleveland by 
the amalgamation of five Methodist young 
peoples' societies. 


For tbe edective carrying on of its work 


the League btia been aiudfcd and sub-di- 
vided and organized into various depart- 
ments. 
To illustrate, the Epworth League 


of the Methodist Episcopal church has tne 
following divisions : Ttie General Confer- 
ence Jjietrict Epworth League ; tbe Dis- 
trict (Presiding Elder's) Epwortb League; 
the UUapier (Hie League in the local 
churches). 


There may be Sub-District, Conference 


»nd State Leagues, bat they are not paith 
of the system, and do not exist ae the 
League itself does by the authority of tbe 
General Conference oi the ohurcti, for the 
general direction and management of the 
League ie vestud in the Board ol Control, 
a body composed of fifteen persons elucted 
oy 
tbe 
General Conference 
District 


Leagues, and fifteen persons selected by 
tbe board of bishops. 
With the exception 


of tbe editor of the Mpworlh UnruUL, who 
is elected by tne General Comarence, this 
Board of Control electu the general ollicers 
of the League, which consist in a Presi- 
dent, First Vice President, Second Vice 
President, Third Vice President, Fouith 
Vice President, Ganeral Secretary, General 
Treasurer. 


Under the supervision of the General 


Cabinet the Epworth League has had a 
remarkable growth, as may be aeen by the 
last report ot tbe General Secretary of tbe 
League : "A dozen years ago the Epworth 
League had no regularly organized Chap- 
ter. 
To day it has almost twenty-one 


thousand. Twelve years ago it had a total 
membership of twenty-seven. To-day it 
nas a million aud a half. Twelve years 
ago the Junior League had scarcely been 
dreamed of. To-day it is the most prom- 
ising division of the great Epworth army, 
having a membership of tens of thous- 
ands." Twelve years ago a suggestion to 
establish a newspaper as the League organ 
was looked upon as a most doubtful experi- 
ment, and prediction of failure were fieely 
made. 
Nevertheless a sixteen-page, now 


twenty-four, paper entitled Tlu: Epwurlh 
Ut/'il'i was launched, witb Rev. J. F. 
Berry as editor. Tbe new paper received 
a most cordial reception. Subscriptions, 
which was only one dollar per year lor a 
single copy and eighty cents in clubs, 
began to pour in, and have continued to 
do so. 
At the close of the first year the 


list of subscribers stood at 42,000, 
The 


end ol the second year saw the 00,000 post 
left uehiud. Tbe third year lifts the figure 
to 73,000. In 1890 the subscription list 
exceeded the 100,000 line, and has been 
going up ever since. 
To-day its circulation 


exceeds that of any church paper in the 
world. 


Twelve years ago the Epworth wheel 


was just beginning to move iu a slow and 
labored way. It motions have been accel- 
erated witn each passing month, until now 
it is rolling with speed and triumph around 
the world. There are Chapters in twenty 
foreign countries, ranging in latitude from 
Norway to Malaysia. 
Longitudinally it 


belts tbe globe. It has been estimated
